OPENING STATEMENT 


On December 31, 2014, Deputies Aaron Reynoso, EENand Salvador Valencia 
responded to the Chevron gas station at 101 West Compton Boulevard, Compton, 
regarding a radio call of a person with a gun. At the scene, deputies observed Suspect 
Mayra Cornejo armed with a pistol and chasing her 

along a walkway near the southeast corner of the building. The deputies 
were posionad i in the parking lot and commands were laita for Suspect Cornejo to 


times at Suspect Cornejo. After being struck by gunfire, Suspect Cornejo fell to the 
ground. Believing Suspect Cornejo was still armed and a threat, Deputy Iishot two 
times at Suspect Cornejo. She sustained nine gunshot wounds; two of which were 
determined to be fatal. 


Lieutenant Dominic Valencia, Sergeant John Adams, and Sergeant Jeff Smith of the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the 
scene and were briefed regarding the circumstances of the shooting. Sergeant Adams 
was assigned the responsibility for the administrative review of the incident. 


Lieutenant Valencia checked to see that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Anthony 
Lucia, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved parties and witnesses did not 
discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant Valencia also checked with 
Lieutenant Lucia that the involved and witness personnel did not collectively consult 
with their attorney or representative. In addition, Lieutenant Valencia checked to see if 
Lieutenant Lucia attempted to have the involved and witness personnel gather in the 
company of a supervisor, until they provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 
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The incident was investigated by the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department 
Homicide Bureau. The results of their investigation were documented in the Homicide 
Book under URN 014-17104-2814-013, [Exhibit A]. 


The case was reviewed by the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office Justice 
System Integrity Division and the shooting was determined lawful. The basis of their 
determination was documented in a letter to Homicide Bureau Captain Katz, dated 
September 7, 2016, [Exhibit B]. 


SYNOPSIS 
On December 29, 2014, Suspect Mayra jo filed a rt at Century Station 
alleging her husband of sixteen years, ad sexually 


molested their eight year old daughter. Refer to “ae 175 of, cea AJ. A criminal 
investigation was initiated and later that day, arrested by patrol 


deputies from Century Station. On December 30, 2014, the criminal investigation was 
assigned to Detective Tifani Stonich, S of the Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department Special Victim’s Bureau. Throughout the day, Detective Stonich attempted, 
unsuccessfully, to contact Suspect Cornejo in an effort to conduct follow-up 
investigation. Detective Stonich’'s efforts included phone messages for Suspect 
Cornejo, as well as business cards left at Suspect Comejo’s residence. On December 
31, 2014, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office reviewed the case and 
declined to file a criminal complaint, pending additional investigation. At 1434 hours, 
after the complaint was rejected, Suspect Cornejo called Century Station. Nearly 
hysterical, she criticized the justice system. She referred to her husband as a rapist, 
complained ——— going to be released from custody and that nothing 
was being done to protect her children. She also indi uld, “Do something 
about it’. Refer to recorded phone call, [Exhibit C). iii ernaincs in 
custody until his scheduled court appearance. He was released from the Compton 
Courthouse at approximately 1600 hours. At approximately 1607 hours, Detective 
Stonich received her first contact from Suspect Cornejo. During a phone conversation, 
Suspect Comejo indicated she was aware no charges were filed and inquired about the 
case. After a brief discussion, Detective Stonich and Suspect Cornejo agreed to meet 
the following day in furtherance of the criminal investigation. 


Following his release from custody, vaikea from the Compton 
Courthouse to a Chevron gas station, located at the northwest corner of Compton 
Boulevard and Willowbrook Avenue, Compton. 


IAB Note: The Chevron gas station shares the building and parking lot 
with aMcDonald’s restaurant. The gas station and associated 
food-mart are located on the east side of the structure, while 
the McDonald’s is located on the west side. There is no 
interior wall separating the two businesses. Personnel from 
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Compton Station commonly refer to the location as the 
“McChevron.” 


urchased food at McDonald's, then walked outside to call his 
mother from a payphone. The phone was located at the southeast corner of the 
building and affixed to the south wall. While standing at the phone, with his back to the 
parking lot, Suspect Cornejo, armed with a .45 caliber pistol, approached from behind. 
Suspect Cornejo reached around nd fired once. The bullet passed 
through the front lower portion of jacket, through his shirt and 
h the front of his pants, near his zipper. The bullet did not strike his body. 

rabbed the gun and was able to release the magazine from the 

magazine well, then placed the magazine into his rear pants pocket. He turned to face 
Suspect Cornejo and they wrestled for control of the gun. Suspect Cornejo referred to 
him as a rapist ( Transcripts, Page 5) and stated, “I told you | was going to 
kill you.” ranscripts, Page 11). the gun away 
from Suspect Cornejo, while pleading his innocence. Sus; jo continued to 
physically assault ee vith punches oe ao BEBERE ois 
the gun out of Suspect Cornejo’s reach. At one point, laced the gun 
atop a nighttime pay slot located on the east wall of the Chevron, near the southeast 


comer of the building. As Su: Cornejo continued her physical assault, she 
maneuvered around and regained control of the gun. 


The altercation was witnessed by patrons and employees from both Chevron and 
McDonald’s, prompting several 911 calls to Compton Station. The callers provided a 
variety of suspect descriptions. Refer to 911 calls contained in [Exhibit D]. 
Consequently, a call was generated and broadcast over Dispatch 9 describing a male 
Black, wearing a gray jacket, inside the McDonald's, armed with a gun. The call was 
updated to describe a male Black suspect fighting with male Hispanics in front of the 
location. Refer to SCC Dispatch 9 radio traffic, Tag 175. 1622 hours, contained in 
[Exhibit D]. 


IAB Note: M: Hispanic and wore a brown UPS uniform. 
Mayra Cornejo was also Hispanic and wore a red top with 
white pants. The altercation never carried over inside the 
Chevron or McDonald’s and never involved a male Black 
suspect, nor multiple Hispanic males. 


The altercation and ensuing events were also observed by a Compton City employee, 

From Compton City Hall, Burnett monitored a surveillance 
camera affixed to the northeast comer of the Compton Courthouse. The camera 
captured and recorded a portion of the altercation, along with the deputy involved 
shooting. Refer to DVD-R, [Exhibit E]. 


As the 911 calls were received, Compton Station desk personnel advised patrol units, 


via the Compton Station Metro frequency of the developing situation and impending call. 
Desk personnel specifically referred to the incident as a, “417 and Possible 273.5.” 
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IAB Note: Compton Station Metro frequency is a recorded tactical 
frequency exclusive to Compton Station and is utilized in 
conjunction with L-Tac. 


Unit 287D/PM's, Deputies Reynoso and[iiilimmediately requested the handie and 
were assigned to the call. 


IAB Note: Unit 287D/PM's was a training car. Deputy fiiiiiiwas in his 
fourth month of training. Deputy Reynoso, a tenured field 


training officer, was filling in for Deputy Biiiiirogulariy 
assigned training officer, who had the night off. 


At 1621 hours, the call was voiced over Compton Station's working frequency, Dispatch 
9, identifying Unit 287D/PM’s as the handling unit. Units 283D/PM's and 284D/PM's 
were assigned the assist. Upon hearing the call and having just concluded PM Shift 
Briefing, Unit 283T1/PM’s, Deputy Valencia, assigned himself to the call and responded 
from Compton Station. Unit 280S/PM’s, Witness Sergeant Carter, and Unit 285S/PM's, 
Witness Sergeant Lopez, also heard the call. In separate patrol vehicles, they followed 
Deputy Valencia out of Compton Station and responded to the scene. 


IAB Note: The Chevron gas station is approximately 350 yards north of 
Compton Station. 


Between 1621 and 1623 hours, Deputies Reynoso (Bookman) and Hb oriver) 
coordinated the call on Compton Station Metro Frequency. Initially, Unit 283D/PM's 
was instructed to take a position at the rear of the location and 284D/PM's was 
instructed to meet them (handling unit) west of the location. While still enroute, Unit 
283D/PM’s was subsequently instructed to take a position on Willowbrook Avenue, east 
of the location. An airship was requested over Dispatch 9 and Air 21 acknowledged 
they were enroute. 


IAB Note: Air 21 arrived after the deputy involved shooting occurred and 
assisted with coordinating a containment of the scene. 


At approximately 1624 hours, Deputies arrived on scene nearly simultaneously. 
Deputies Reynoso and ntered the southwest driveway from Compton Boulevard. 
Deputy Valencia ente! southeast driveway from Compton Boulevard, and 
Sergeant Carter entered off of Willowbrook Avenue from the west driveway. Sergeant 
Lopez positioned his vehicle across the street in the U.S. Post Office parking lot, directly 
south of the location, affording him an overall view of the situation. 


As deputy personnel arrived, Suspect Comejo and S ontinued to fight 
on the east walkway, in front of the Chevron portion of the building. Deputy Valencia 
made his way northbound through the parking lot and intended to take a containment 
position to the rear. As he to his west, Suspect Cornejo 
armed with a handgun, chasing bound along the east walkway. 
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Suspect Cornejo’s arm was extended with the gun pointed ot At 
that point, Deputy Valencia was approximately 45 feet east and parallel to the couple. 
Deputy Valencia immediately positioned his patrol vehicle in a northwesterly direction, 
exited, pointed his pistol at Suspect Cornejo and tracked her as the couple ran south. 
Deputy Valencia moved to his west and gained cover behind a parked vehicle, 
approximately 10 feet east of the couple. Suspect Cornejo continued to chase 
oe the southeast comer of the building. Still on the walkway, 

[EEE positioned himself behind a metal, free-standing signboard in an effort to gain 
protection against Suspect Comejo’s assault. The signboard measured approximately 
48 inches high. Deputy Valencia recognized the signboard offered no protection 
against gunfire. Suspect a aa side of the signboard and 
continued to point her gun at uty Valencia observed Suspect 
Cornejo attempt to fire, but her gun appeared to malfunction. He shouted commands 
for her to drop her gun. Suspect Cornejo acknowledged Deputy Valencia’s presence by 


looking at him, ignored his commands, manipulated her weapon as if to clear a jam, 
then reached over the signboard and again pointed it at a cower ua 


IAB Note: Deputy Valencia described Sus Coi ’s 


Believing Suspect Comejo was about to kill E cp uty Valencia fired 
ten shots from his duty weapon at Suspect Cornejo. Suspect Cornejo was struck by 
gunfire and fell to the ground. 


Deputies Reynoso and ll after entering the parking lot, stopped their patrol vehicle 
directly south of the building. They exited their vehicle and elected to approach on foot. 
Deputy Reynoso later explained that, based on the nature of the call and configuration 
of the location, an approach on foot was a safer tactical option. As the two deputies 
moved in an easterly direction to meet up with Deputy Valencia, they sought the cover 


of parked vehicles. heard Valencia shouting commands, then observed 
Suspect Cornejo and nding on the walkway near the corner of the 
building. From a distai ji 25 feet, Reynoso observed Suspect 
Cornejo pointing a gun ir, DE op ccro to move 


and posture in a defensive manner. Deputy Reynoso shouted commands for Suspect 
oo but she did not comply. Believing Suspect Cornejo intended to 
kill Deputy Reynoso fired four shots from his duty weapon at 
Suspect Cornejo. Struck by gunfire, Suspect Cornejo fell to the ground. 


Deputy I who had been instructed by Deputy Reynoso to stay close during their 
approach on foot, moved with Deputy Reynoso toward Deputy Valencia. Deputy BE] 
positioned to the left of Deputy Reynoso, saw Deputy Valencia’s attention focused 
toward the walkway, then heard him shout commands to drop the gun. Deputy I 
observed Suspect Cornejo armed with a gun, then heard gunfire. He was unsure if the 
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source of the gunfire was Deputy Valencia or Suspect Cornejo. From a distance of 
approximately 30 feet, Deputy Suspect Comejo fall to the ground. 
Believing she was still armed and a threat to deputies, Deputy Illifired two shots from 
his duty weapon at Suspect Cornejo. 


The deputy involved shooting was witnessed by both Sergeants Carter and Lopez. 
Sergeant Carter, who initially intended to take up a containment position, parked her 
patrol vehicle at the northeast comer of the parking lot. She was running toward Deputy 
Valencia as gunfire erupted and took cover behind a parked car. Sergeant Lopez, from 
his position in the post office parking lot, observed the deputy involved shooting, then 
ran to the location to assist. 


Immediately following the shooting, Deputy Valencia broadcast emergency radio traffic 
via the Dispatch 9 Duplex Patch. He advised a deputy involved shooting occurred, the 
suspect was hit and deputies were uninjured. Approximately 90 seconds later, while 
still on the patch, Deputy Valencia requested fire rescue to the location. 


IAB Note: Utilizing the Compton Courthouse video footage, [Exhibit E] in 
conjunction with Dispatch 9 radio traffic, [Exhibit D], 
investigators determined fire personnel arrived on scene 
approximately four minutes and forty seconds after the initial 
request for rescue. 


As additional deputy personnel arrived on scene, two contact teams were assembled. 
One team approached Suspect Comejo, while a second team approached and detained 

Deputies Martinez and Barajas were members of the first contact 
team and approached Suspect Cornejo. They observed her moving on the ground with 
her gun near her upper torso, within arms’ reach. Deputy Barajas kicked the gun away 
to prevent Suspect Comejo from re-arming herself. Sergeant Carter then patted down 
Suspect Cornejo for additional weapons. None were found. Suspect Cornejo remained 
on the ground until the arrival of fire personnel. 


De H a member of the second contact team, assisted with the detention of 
E] Prior to placing MŠ nto a patrol vehicle, Deputy 
Hoyos patted down and retrieved from him a loaded .45 caliber 
magazine that [previously removed from Suspect Cornejo’s pistol. 


Deputies Valencia, Reynoso and [all advised Sergeant Carter of their involvement 
in the shooting. Shortly thereafter, the trio were transported to Compton Station, 
pending additional investigation. 


Suspect Cornejo was treated at the scene by fire personnel, then taken via ambulance 
to Saint Francis Medical Center, Lynwood. At the hospital, her medical treatment 
continued until she was pronounced deceased at 1708 hours. During a post mortem 
examination, it was determined Suspect Cornejo sustained nine gunshot wounds. Two 
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of the wounds were opined to be fatal. Refer to Autopsy Report, page 240 of [Exhibit 
A]. 


Several customers and bystanders ae up to the shooting. 

However, after Suspect Cornejo fired at most took cover beneath 

tables or sought refuge in bathrooms and kitchen areas. With the exception of REMMEN] 
the remaining witnesses did not see the 


actual deputy involved shooting. 


[ERE was present during the entire incident. After Suspect Cornejo 
attempted to shoot him, he recalled deputies arrived and heard commands for her to 
drop the gun. He believed one, but possibly two deputies fired at Suspect Cornejo. 


IAB Note: After learning Suspect Cornejo was deceased, MEE told 
investigators, “What am | gonna tell my kids, man, what am | 
gonna tell them?” “She got shot because she was trying to 
kill me?” 


[Rvs inside the McDonald's during the incident and through a window, 
observed Deputy Valencia standing near his patrol vehicle shooting at Suspect Comejo. 


also inside the McDonald's during the incident and through a 
window, described Deputy Reynoso shooting at Suspect Cornejo.

Detectives Robert Gray, ind Luis Nunez, the Los Angeles County
